Winnipeg, May 17.—A number _ of 
lumber dealers, interviewed regard- 
ing a despatch from Vancouver stat- 
ing that the price of lumber in W;n- 
nipey was unwarrant .bly high, made 
the statement that the prices here 
are based on the price paid at the 
coast. Letters received’ by them 
show that lumber advanced from $1. 
to §3 per thousand on April 24, and 
a: additional 60 cents in Winnipez 
on May 14 over the price list of 
March 7. These prices are being 
pid by the Winnipeg merchants and 
the report that no coast lumber has 
advanced since December, 1906, is 
defied by them, and as stated before, 
letters have been received recently 
which shows an increase in price. 

Whether the price in general on the 
coast has advanced, they were not 
in a position to say, but merely cit- 
ed that the advance had been made 
by the people from whom they ‘got 
their source of supply, and as a com 
sequence they were compelled to sell 
the lumber accordingly. Shortage of 
labor at the coast, and the high 
price of living, is given out as the 
reason for the high price of lumber 
at present. The price of lumber in 
Canada to-day is much cheaper than 
in the United States. One large firm 
is shipping lumber in large quanti- 
ties to Chicago and after paying the

Immediately a party of 
men, some on horses and others on 
the hand car set out to try to re 
cover the body of the lad. Al- 
though a faithful search by means 
of grappling irons and pikes was 
kept up all the afternoon, the body 
was not receovered. Early Wednes- 
day morning another party left 
town to continue the search. 

The victim of the accident was a 
syoung man of 19 years of age, the 
‘only son of a widowed mother who 
dives in a German province in Po- 
land. He hed been in rather poor 
health, and had been sent with a

To- 
dey at noon a further advance of 
ten cents a bag on all grades of flour 
took effect and this is the third ad- 
vance in price in léss than a _fort- 
night, making an increase altogether 
of sixty cents on some grades. of 
flaur and itty cents on - ‘thers. 

The poor consolation is ret the 
Winnipeg public of knowing Ant the 
price of flour has not been s.creased 
by the mills in proportion to the ad- 
vancing prices of wheat. Now comes 
this latest addition to prices, and 
the consumers of bread to aparent- 
ly make up their minds that flour 
prices will ascend still nigher, ard 
that they will not decline for a lung 
time ahead. The two first «Jvances 
have not resulted in the qak:rs rais- 
ing the price of bread, but with to- 
day’s addition it is a foregone con- 
clusion that the consumer must pay 
more for bis bread. 

On this point a flour department 
manager with experience both in the 
East and West said: ‘There should 
be no reason for the price of flour 
being lower in the near future. You 
could not-expect, you know, in the 
face of the foreign situation and the 
situation to the south of us. I 
think J read in your yesterday paper 
thet the crop would be fifty per 
cent. lower in Dakota and Minne- 
ta.’”’

“Well a very strong antagonism to 
the bill crept up, principally among 
the Liberal members of the House, 
some of them going so far as to 
suggest that Mr. Oliver's idea or po- 
licy of preemption was due to his 
parochial proclivities, the scheme be- 
ing to settle up the vacant lands 
to the north of Edmonton by advis-

There are a lew notable great dai- 
lies, weeklies, and monthlies publish- 
ed in Pngland whose circulation in! 

The 
Mnglish monthly reviews and _ illus- 
trated weeklies are not equalled in 
America, nor have we any weekly 
journals of the class to which The 
Spectator and The Nation belong. 
But these apart, there is no ground 
lor the superficial but lofty  reflec- 
tions gipon Canadian journalism as 
a whole which one sometimes hears 
from self-appointed but ill-informed 


Canadian  oritics. The —fact that 
even in The Times, The Chronicle, 
The Daily Mail, and other London 


dailies of the front rank there is 
more offence against the decencies of 
social life as reported from the  di- 
vorce courts in one week than could 
be found in the Toronto dailies in 
a whole year. And as for the Lon- 
don ‘‘snippet papers,’’ the less we 
see of them in Canada the better.— 
Globe.

CONTENTED AND HAPPY, 


oe 


Ths Hcz. hin 1 & Cushing, Minister | 


of Public Works, addressing the 
Canadian Club of Calgary on tho 
government telephone policy said 

“Rural telephones are going to 
make our fafmers more contented 
with rural life'and it will bring them 
into closer touch with the world and 
its © doings.’ “Nothing is more 
desirable than to make this great 
class of people who are the main 
stay of the province, contented and 
happy.’ 

We are pleased to know that Mr. 
Cushing believes the welfare of the 
farmer to be a matter of great im- 
portance, and we take the liberty 
of suggesting that one of the surest 
ways of making this class of people 
who constitute the mainstay of our 
province conterited and happy is to 
provide the means of making the 
staple product of the soil bring to 
the producer a price bearing some 
resemblance to the one consumers 
have to pay. The opposite is a 
part of the world’s doings that the 
farmers have been in touch with too 
long. 

“American farmers,’’ said Mr. 
Cushing, ‘‘when they hear Alberta is 
installing a system of telephones 
that will serve the rural districts 
will be more anxious to come here 
than éver. The telephone’ which 
was such a convenience in the old 
home will be accessible in the new. 
What can be a better advertisement 
for Alberta than this very thing?’’ 

That is an easy one. The knowl- 
edge that the farmers in Alberta get 
beat it to death. We have lived in 
Alberta the greater part of a decade 
and have been asked a great many 
questions by farmers in the United 
Statep concerning conditions here, 


but never one about rural telephones | 


So long as our enquirers confine 
their questions to soil, climate, 
schools, churches, character of  set- 
tlers, laws and political liberty wa 
could enter with a considerable de- 
gree of enthusiasm on answering 
them; but when they mentioned the 
stability of the hog and cattle mar- 


R 


kets we simply had to He down, 
Farmers from the western States who 
were accustomed to looking upon 
their hog crops as their principal 
source of money were assured by the 
Canadian Governmen( agents — that 
the Kootenay and north country 
would consume all the hog products 
that the farmers of Alberta = could 
supply for many years to come. So 
far as we can learn the statements 
were true; the trouble is that Al- 
berta packers make ,no pretence to 
supplying this market even when the 
hogs are offered them at low prices. 
We® recently heard a prominent Al- 
berta business man while addressing 
an} audience of organized farmers, 
deplore the fact that so large a 
quantity of pork is being imported 
into Western Canada while the pack- 
ers of Winnipeg were unable to se- 
cure hogs to one-fourth of the limit 
of their capacity. He intimated 
that the farmers of Alberta were not 
alive to the opportunity that ex- 
jists here for making money by sup- 
plying hogs for their plants, He 
seemed to think that a packing 
house 1,000 miles away ought to 
look good to us. But we happen 
to know who pays the freight and 
when the railroads are each year 
becoming less able to handle the 
cattle and grain that is produced 
here we know just what will take 
place if we add live hogs to the 
llist of stuff to be transported. 
| Another said: You farmers are 
sure of a good market for your hogs 
if you will only have patience. ea 
Burns & Co. are enlarging their 
yards in Strathcona and preparing 
to shiphogs extensively to their new 
plant at the coast, which must for 
many years look to Alberta for its 
supply of hogs and cattle. We know 
jnothing of the extent to which Bri- 
tish Columbia can provide material 
to supply a packing house, but we 
do know that the farmer in Alberta, 
who undertakes to supply hogs ior 
hs plant across 800 miles of moun- 
itnins at a price which will pay 
freight and provide what, most pack- 
lava call a lining profit, will have 


little profit himself to live on. I 
ae farmerswill continue to raise 
barely enough hogs to supply the 


local demand for fresh meat, as they 
are doing now, they will continue 
to get good prices for them, tut 
whenever there is a surplus that has 
to be sent to Winnipeg or Vancou. 
ver, we may again look for low 
prices, 

The farmers are not finding fault 
with Mr. Cushing, They look upon 
him as one of the ablest of Mr. RKu- 
therford’s very able cabinet  «ainis- 
ters, 

They are not ‘‘knocking "’ the tele- 
phone project; nine out of every ten 
lof them endorse the principle and 
approve the act. They do say, se- 
‘cure us a fair price for our products 
and we will be able to, pay even Bell 
‘rates jor our telephones.
